Prosperous Wage Workers 


Polka~Dots 


The presen<.prosperity is substantial for one class of citi- 


zens at least. This is the wage-earners. They are better off 
today than they were at the height of the last industrial boom, 
and better off than they ever were before. 


Figures submitted by the National Conference Board show 


Wiatj,nthe peak period of 1920, wages in general were twice 


as they had been before the war, but prices were two 


and one-half times as high. Thus, -the average worker with all 
his money, was worse off than usual. Now, with wages in 
general, twice as high as in 1913, prices are only 53 per cent 
higher so' there is a big gain. 


To put the case in another way, -the worker's dollar, worth 


only 40 cent sin 1920, as compared with 1913; is now worth 
about 68 cents. So, since he has as many dollars now as he 
had then, he can buy with his wages about one-third more 
than he could during the post-war boom.
